A strong and 
consistent market is needed 
for producers to operate their 
farm. 

This past year, a number 
of dairies closed in the coun¬ 
ty due to retirements, lack of 
family members to continue 
the operation, and financial 
constraints. For the farms 
that continue to operate, we 
hope that the profitability 
continues to reward them for 
all the effort and commit¬ 
ment they bring each day of 
the year to produce “nature’s 
most perfect food”.

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Kentucky State Police Warns of 
Leaving Children in Hot Cars

The Kentucky State 
Police remind parents not 
to leave a child alone in 
a hot car as temperatures 
in the Bluegrass are on 
the rise. It may seem like 
common sense, but every 
year law enforcement 
agencies answer calls 
about unattended children 
in vehicles. The National 
Safety Council (NSC) 
reports that nine children 
have already died in 2014 
from being left in hot cars 
across the U.S. 

An ongoing study 
by San Francisco State 
University estimates that 
since 1998, there have 
been 615 heatstroke deaths 
of children left in vehicles, 
an average of 38 deaths per 
year. Most of those deaths 
were children under the 
age of two-years. 

In 2000, Kentucky 
passed “Bryan’s Law,” 
which makes a person 
liable for second-degree 
manslaughterorfirst-degree 
wanton endangerment for 
leaving a child younger 
than eight years of age 
in a motor vehicle where 
circumstances pose a grave 
risk of death. The law was 
named after 11-month old 
Bryan Puckett, who died 
July 13, 1999 after being 
left in a hot car by his 
babysitter. 

KSP spokesman Sgt. 
Michael Webb says most 
people know the dangers 
of leaving a child in a 
hot car, but each year 
these senseless tragedies 
continue to occur. 


“A child’s body heats up 
three to five times faster than 
that of an adult,” says Webb. 
“The temperature inside a 
car can rise 19 degrees in 
10 minutes. Together, this 
can be deadly in a very short 
period of time.” 

Kentucky’s last reported 
death from a child being left 
in a car was during 2012 in 
Louisville. The NSC reports 
that 44 children died last year 
from vehicular heatstroke in 
the U.S. 

Webb offers the following 
safety tips: 

• Never leave a child in 
an unattended car, even with 
the windows down. 

• Be sure that all 
occupants leave the vehicle 
when unloading. Don’t 
overlook sleeping babies. 

• Always lock your car. 
If a child is missing, check 
the car first, including the 
trunk. Teach your children 
that vehicles are never to be 


used as a play area. 

• Keep a stuffed 
animal in the car seat and 
when the child is put in the 
seat place the animal in the 
front with the driver as a 
reminder. 

• Place your purse or 
briefcase in the back seat 
as a reminder that you 
have your child in the car. 

• Make Took before 
you leave’ a routine 
whenever you get out of 
the car. 

Webb says while a 
person will face criminal 
charges for leaving a 
child in a car, the pain and 
guilt from making such 
a mistake will last far 
longer. 

KSP asks citizens 
to keep an eye out for 
children left in vehicles on 
hot days and to call 911 if 
they think the occupant is 
in danger.

Howdy Folks! Sunday’s 
weather was perfect for 
Father’s Day celebrations 
and we hope that everyone 
was able to spend the day 
with their Dad! Our day was 
blissfully filled with visits and 
phone calls! God has indeed 
blest us with a wonderful 
family for which we give 
thanks each and every day! 
Weather predictions for this 
week are calling for hot 
conditions to usher in the 
beginning of summer on 
Saturday! Guess it is time to 
dust off the air conditioning 
units and install them. While 
this is not a favorite task, 
coming home to cool air is 
certainly an incentive for us 
to get it in gear and get the 
job done! Please remember to 
drink plenty of water during 
the summer months and to 
wear your sunscreen! 

Summer, of course, is 
not the season that we think 
of more clothing, but less, 
and the presentation at the 
recent Division of Waste 
Management Workshop by 
Mr. Bob Knecht of the Ohio 
Mills Corporation presented 
some interesting facts about 
the textile industry that we 
don’t normally think about. 
Everyone is encouraged to 
recycle, reuse and reduce all 
that we possibly can, but we 
need to expand our range and 
scope of items that come to 
mind when we think of the 
3 R’s, namely clothing and 
other textiles. 

Mind boggling as it is 
to contemplate, the fact is 
that over 80 billion NEW 
garments are produced 
annually worldwide, and 
the average person discards 
82 pounds of textiles a year 
which would include cloth- 
made products, as well as 
clothing. In 2010, the EPA 
estimated that 5.2% or 13 
million tons of the U.S. 
municipal waste stream 
was textile waste, and by 
the year 2019, this amount 
will increase by another 10 
million pounds to 23 million 
pounds! Moving closer to 
home, in Kentucky in 2012, 
5,117,599 tons were land 


filled and of that amount, 
266,115 tons was textile 
waste which means we need 
to start doing a better job 
of recycling, reusing and 
reducing the textile products 
that we use. 

Another annual report 
completed in 2011 by 
the Division of Waste 
Management, predicted that 
Kentucky will run out of 
landfill permitted air space 
in 44.6 years. Natural fibers 
take hundreds of years to 
decompose, and once in 
the landfill they release 
methane and C02 gas into 
the atmosphere. Petroleum 
is the main ingredient in the 
more durable textiles that are 
made from synthetics and 
these durable products are 
designed not to decompose. 
Once in the landfill they 
release toxicants into the 
groundwater and surrounding 
soil. We are pretty sure that 
we won’t be around, but 
many of you will and it is up 
to all of us to begin to rein 
in these numbers so that you 
folks living in 2058 will be 
able to appreciate the efforts 
made in this day and time that 
will allow you a reasonable 
quality and quantity of life! 

Mr. Knecht concluded his 
presentation by saying that 
he believed people want to 
be good stewards of the earth 
for our families, our families’ 
future families and all the 
little ones that enter the world 
for decades to come. He said 
that unfortunately, we tend to 
become a bit lazier with every 
new generation and we need 
for things to be as simple 
and convenient as possible. 
This is sort of ironic, since 
in today’s world, the need to 
recycle is greater than ever 
to preserve our world. We 
add our sentiments to his by 
once again reminding you 
to RECYCLE, REUSE and 
REDUCE to keep God’s earth 
clean, green and beautiful! 
Be seein’ you - Bin & Bug.

Tobacco Agreement Will Restore 
2014 Agriculture, Early Childhood, 


Health Care Budget Cuts 


Governor Steve Beshear 
and Attorney General Jack 
Conway announced a vic¬ 
tory not only for Kentucky 
farmers, but also for critical 
health care and early child¬ 
hood services funded by the 
1998 tobacco Master Settle¬ 
ment Agreement (MSA). 

As a result of the agree¬ 
ment between Kentucky 
and tobacco manufacturers 
prompted by an adverse rul¬ 
ing in the 2003 MSA arbitra¬ 
tion proceeding, the state has 
settled 10 years of disputed 
claims and litigation, starting 
with 2003 payments and run¬ 
ning through 2012. 

The settlement relieves 
the state from the financial 
and administrative burden 
of litigating disputes over 
events that occurred a de¬ 
cade ago, and provides a 
framework for evaluating 
the parties’ obligations go¬ 
ing forward. It also ensures 
that Kentucky will continue 
receiving its MSA payments. 
With this agreement, Ken¬ 
tucky joins 22 other states 
that have elected to settle 
Non-Participating Manufac¬ 
turer MSA disputes. 

Under the agreement 
announced today, Kentucky 
receives $110.4 million in 
disputed and related pay¬ 
ments and will avoid a long 
and expensive legal battle. 
Combined with the $48.3 
million in payments already 
received this fiscal year, the 
total MSA payments for 
FY14 total is $158.7 million, 
which is $67.9 million more 
than budgeted for FY14. 

However, estimated re¬ 
ceipts for FY15 are $26.6 
million less than budgeted, 
and FY16 are $15.9 million 
more. Overall, Kentucky 
stands to receive $57.2 mil¬ 
lion more in MSA payments 
over the next three years than 
budgeted. 

“Our first priority with 
this money is to fully restore 
$42.5 million in 2014 budget 
cuts in areas like lung cancer 
research, county agriculture 
funds, and early childhood 
oral and mental health assis¬ 
tance, while maintaining this 
level of funding in 2015,” 
Gov. Beshear said. “This 
agreement will ensure fund¬ 
ing availability for future in¬

vestments in these programs 
that continue to have a posi¬ 
tive impact on the Common¬ 
wealth.” 

“The settlement ends a 
long-running dispute and re¬ 
stores certainty to Kentucky’s 
annual payments from the 
1998 Master Settlement 
Agreement,” Attorney Gen¬ 
eral Conway said. “Under 
the terms of the settlement, 
we avoid the possibility of 
costly litigation and the po¬ 
tential loss of the entire an¬ 
nual MSA payment.” 

Through the Kentucky 
Agricultural Development 
Fund or KADF, Kentucky 
has invested more than $400 
million in MSA funds for an 
array of county, regional and 
state projects designed to in¬ 
crease net farm income and 
create sustainable new farm- 
based business enterprises. 
Since the inception of KADF 
in January 2001, Kentucky 
has funded more than 4,800 
projects. 

The MSA is the result 
of an agreement between 52 
states and territories and the 
major tobacco companies 
worth approximately $229 
billion. 

Under the terms of the 
parties’ agreement, the par¬ 
ticipating tobacco manufac¬ 
turers make annual payments 
to the state. States have mon¬ 
itoring obligations to ensure 
that any manufacturers that 
are not signatories to the 
agreement do not circumvent 
the laws requiring escrow 
payments to the states. 

If a state fails to ade¬ 
quately fulfill its monitoring 
obligations, then its payment 
from the participating manu¬ 
facturers is reduced. The 
states and the participating 
manufacturers must arbitrate 
their disputes under the MSA 
for each year covered by the 


MSA. 

Arbitrations for 2003 
only concluded in 2013. The 
arbitration panel found that 
Kentucky had not met its 
enforcement obligations in 
2003 under the MSA, result¬ 
ing in the lower 2014 MSA 
payment that led to the $42.5 
million budget reduction. 

“The MSA has been an 
important part of Kentucky’s 
agricultural growth over the 
last several years; farmers 
and farm advocates across 
this state can testify to the 
importance of the MSA and 
the KADF programs it sup¬ 
ports,” said Roger Thomas, 
executive director of the 
Governor’s Office of Agri¬ 
cultural Policy. “While Ken¬ 
tucky strongly believes that 
we made a good case for our 
diligence in 2003, the arbi¬ 
tration panel ruled otherwise. 
The decision highlights the 
unpredictable nature of the 
arbitration process, which 
will be conducted by a differ¬ 
ent panel and under different 
procedures for each succeed¬ 
ing year. This settlement pro¬ 
vides Kentucky with certain¬ 
ty and fiscal stability in these 
vital areas for the foreseeable 
future.”
